V ahhington, August 27th.—The greater 
part of the tim e of the Senate to-day was 
occupied in a discussion of the political 
methods at the South, arising out of the 
Mississippi election investigation. Senator 
W ilson, of Iowa, again addressed him self 
to the subject of the denial of equal politi­ 
cal rights to the negroes. • H e showed the 
deplorable treatm ent to 
which colored 
voters were subjected in Mississippi at the 
hands of v.’rite Democrats, and how, for 
fear of their lives, the colored voters of 
Jackson held a convention and withdrew 
their candidates before the m unicipal elec­ 
tion in 1887. and concluded to rem ain away 
from the polls. It was the Senator’s opin­ 
ion that the members of the Congressional 
Investigating Committee who submitted 
the m inority report on this subject were 
influenced by those who controlled the 
election. A great deal of testimony was 
read which showed that there was a con­ 
certed plan among those who managed the 
elections to draw an exclusive " white 
line,” and that this was an insurm ountable 
barrier to all colored citizens, no m atter 
w hat vote they desired to cast. 
Senator W althall defended the Jacksoni- 
ans. and said 
th at the regime of Mayor 
McGill, the predecessor of the present 
Mayor, which was regarded by Senator W il­ 
son as such a model one, was m arked by 
lawlessness and m urder. 
He said that 
from the repeated acts of crime which 
were allowed to go on by McGill’s negro 
police caused the white people to combine, 
irrespective of party views, to overthrow 
the Mayor under whose governorship the 
lives and property of tne whites were at 
stake. Many prom inent Republicans were 
allied with this movement. 


C L E V E L A N D ’S M IT E . 


T h e l ’r e s ld e n t A lw ay s a L ib e ra l C o n ­ 
tr ib u to r to C a m p a ig n F u n d s . 
W a sh in g t o n , August 27th.—Colonel La- 
m ont, Cleveland’s Private Secretary, in a 
conversation to-day about the President's 
reported contribution of $10,000 to the 
Democratic campaign, said : 
“ I don’t see 
anything very startling about that story. It 
is well known that the President has al­ 
ways openly and above-board been in the 
habit of m aking such contributions as his 
means justified toward defiaying the neces­ 
sary and legitimate expenses ot his party 
campaign, w hether he has been a candidate 
lor office or not, and this year is not likely 
to be an exception. The expense for docu­ 
ments, meetings, etc., in a national cam­ 
paign covering the whole country run up 
into the hundreds of thousand of dollars. 
Somebody must pay it, and none could be 
expected to more cheerfully than those 
who are supposed to have a personal inter­ 
est in their party’s success. The President 
will, as he has heretofore done, assist the 
Democratic party in this m anner as far as 
he thinks fair and proper—just, I suppose, 
as General Harrison and General Fiske will 
aid the Republican and Prohibition parties. 
I don’t know w hat sum he will give, and I 
don’t understand that it is any of my busi­ 
ness, but 1 am quite sure that the sum you 
mentioned ($10,000) is not unusually large.’

W a s h in g t o n , A ugust 27th.—The move­ 
m ent of siandard silver dollars from the 
different m ints 
and 
Sub-Treasuries 
to 
W ashington for storage in the large new- 
silver vault will begin to-morrow. The 
shipm ents will be made in lots of $500,000 
a day, and will continue until the vault is 
filled. As the vault has a capacity of $100,­ 
000.000 in silver dollar?, it will take about 
six m onths’ tim e to fill it at the rate of 
shipm ent decided upon. Shipm ents will 
be confined to coin now stored at Philadel­ 
phia, New York, New Orleans and San 
Francisco. 
It is estim ated that about $20,­

Beck and Edm unds wanted to am end to 
exclude papers, the publication of which 
m ight defeat the ends of justice. 
Pending the discussion, a new confer­ 
ence comm ittee on the arm y appropriation 
bill was appointed, and Allison presented 
the conference report on the sundrv civil 
bill. 
The Senate bill authorizing the citizens 
of Colorado, Nevada and the Territories to 
fell and remove tim ber from the public do­ 
main for m ining and domestic purposes, 
was reported from the committee. 
Stewart proceeded with rem arks in sup­ 
port o f his resolution. 
Senators some­ 
times wondered, he said, how Blaine be­ 
came so popular in the W estern country. 
It was owing to two speeches which be 
made in the Senate, one in which he 
recognized the fact that the people on the 
Pacific coast could n o t live in company 
with the Chinese, the other in favor of the 
people of M ontana when deprived of wood 
by the new construction of the law given 
by Schurz when Secretary of the Interior. 
Biaine then defended them in a speech 
from which Stewart read extracts. 
After a long discussion, in which Teller 
referred to the bill reported by him this 
morning on the subject, and which he said 
proposed to allow the miners to cut wood 
under the license, the am endm ent was 
agreed to and the resolution adopted. 
The Senate then proceed to the consider­ 
ation of the report of the Jndiciary Com­ 
m ittee on the Jackson, Miss., election, and 
W ilson of Iowa continued his rem arks be­ 
gan on Tuesday last. 
W hen W ilson concluded his rem arks 
W etherall made a reply, and at the close of 
his speech the report went over w ithout 
action, and the Senate adjourned.

0 f this num ber 107 persor s ought not to have 
been landed, and were classified thus: Three 
lunatics, 1 convict, 57 paupers and 46 con­ 
tracted for. 
Of these 6 of the panpers were 
landed and 55 of the others returned. 
Mr. W rightiugton became aware some 
tim e ago that the British Government and 
Luke Society were assisting emigrants to 
this country, and 7,500 were so assisted. 
The society was founded by Luke of New 
York, and was 
a 
charitable 
scheme. 
Through them about one million dollars was 
appropriated by the B ritish Government for 
that purpose. 
The Mansion House fund 
was raised for the purpose of assisting Rus­ 
sian Jews of Crimea to emigrate to America. 
In 1882 a large num ber arrived in this city. 
They were the poorest set that ever came 
here, and they filled the almshouses. They 
would not eat the same bread or other food, 
and had to be sent back. 
Special Treasury Agent Montgomery tes­ 
tified that 75 per cent, of the fishermen on 
New England vessels were aliens.

native fishermen have been exterm inated. 
A t Gloucester, the second im portant fishery 
port, the industry is conducted almost 
entirely by aliens.

,Varhington, August 27th.—The greater 
part of the tim e of the Senate to-day was 
occupied in a discussion cf the political 
methods at the South, arising out of the 
Mississippi election investigation. 
Senator 
W ilson, of Iowa, again addressed him self 
to the subject of the denial of equal politi­ 
cal rights to the negroes. • H e showed the 
deplorable treatm ent to 
which colored 
voters were subjected in Mississippi at the 
hands of v hite Democrats, and how, for 
fear of their lives, the colored voters of 
Jackson held a convention and withdrew 
their candidates before the m unicipal elec­ 
tion in 1887, and concluded to rem ain away 
from the polls. It was the Senator's opin­ 
ion that the members of the Congressional 
Investigating Committee who submitted 
the m inority report on this subject were 
influenced by those who controlled the 
election. A great deal of testimony was 
read which showed that there was a con­ 
certed plan among those who managed the 
elections to draw an exclusive “ white 
line,” and that this was an insurm ountable 
barrier to all colored citizens, no m atter 
w hat vote they desired to cast. 
Senator W althall defended the Jacksoni- 
ans. and said 
that the regime of Mayor 
McGill, the predecessor of the present 
Mayor, which was regarded by Senator W il­ 
son as such a model one, was m arked by 
lawlessness and m urder. 
H e said that 
from the repeated acts of crime which 
were allowed to go on by McGill’s negro 
police caused the white people to combine, 
irrespective of party views, to overthrow 
the Mayor under whose governorship the 
lives and property of tbe whites were at 
stake. Many prom inent Republicans were 
allied with this movement. 


C L E V EL A N D ’S M ITE. 


T h e P resid en t A lw a y s a L ib eral C on­ 
trib u tor to C am p aign F u n d s. 


W a s h in g t o n , August 27th.—Colonel La- 
m ont, Cleveland’s Private Secretary, in a 
conversation to-day about the President’s 
reported contribution of $10,000 to the 
Democratic campaign, said : 
" 1 don’t see 
anything very startling about that story. It 
is well known that the President has al­ 
ways openly and above-board been in the 
habit of m aking such contributions as his 
means justified toward defiaying the neces­ 
sary and legitimate expenses ot his party 
campaign, w hether he has been a candidate 
tor office or not, and this year is not likely 
to be an exception. The expense for docu­ 
ments, meetings, etc., in a national cam­ 
paign covering the whole country run up 
into the hundreds of thousand of dollars. 
Somebody m ust pay it, and none could be 
expected to more cheerfully than those 
who are supposed to have a personal inter­ 
est in their party’s success. The President 
will, as he has heretofore done, assist the 
Democratic party in this m anner as far as 
he thinks fair and proper—just, I suppose, 
as General H arrison and General Fiske will 
aid the Republican and Prohibition parties. 
I don’t know w hat sum he will give, and I 
don’t understand that it is any of m y busi­ 
ness, but 1 am quite sure that the sum you 
mentioned ($10,000) is not unusually large.” 


STO RING SIL V ER . 


Sixty M illion s in S ilver D o lla rs to b e F o r­ 
w ard ed to th e N a tio n a l T reasu ry. 
W ashington, A ugust 27th.—The move­ 
m ent of standard silver dollars from tbe 
different m ints 
and 
Sub-Treasuries 
to 
W ashington for storage in the large new 
silver vault will begin to-morrow. The 
shipm ents will be made in lots of $500,000 
a day, and will continue until the vault is 
filled. As the vault has a capacity of $100,­ 
000,000 in silver dollars, it will take about 
six m onths’ time to fill it at the rate of 
shipm ent decided upon. Shipm ents will 
be confined to coin now stored at Philadel­ 
phia, New York, New Orleans and San 
Francisco. 
It is estimated that about $20,­ 
000,000 will be brought from each of the 
cities named. 


CO NG RESSIO NAL PR O C EED IN G S. 


T h e S en ate. 
W ashington, August 27th.—In the Sen­ 
ate the resolution heretofore offered by 
Stewart calling for copies of reports, affi­ 
davits and communications on which the 
Commissioner of the General Land Office 
based his letter to Burns on the subject of 
tim ber depredations, was taken up. 
Beck and E dm unds wanted to am end to 
exclude papers, the publication of which 
m ight defeat the ends of justice. 
Pending the discussion, a new confer­ 
ence committee on the arm y appropriation 
bill was appointed, and Allison presented 
the conference report on the suudrv civil 
bili. 
The Senate bill authorizing the citizens 
of Colorado, Nevada and the Territories to 
fell and remove tim ber from the public do­ 
main for m ining and domestic purposes, 
was reported from the committee. 
Stewart proceeded with rem arks in sup­ 
port of his resolution. 
Senators some­ 
times wondered, he said, how Blaine be­ 
came so popular in the W estern country. 
It was owing to two speeches which he 
m ade in the Senate, one in which he 
recognized the fact that the people on the 
Pacific coast could no t live in company 
w ith tbe Chinese, the other in favor of the 
people of M ontana when deprived of wood 
by the new construction of the law given 
by Schurz when Secretary of the Interior. 
Blaine then defended them in a speech 
from which Stewart read extracts. 
After a long discussion, in which Teller 
referred to the bill reported by him this 
morning on the subject, and which he said 
proposed to allow the miners to cut wood 
under the license, the am endm ent was 
agreed to and the resolution adopted. 
The Senate then proceed to the consider­ 
ation of the report of the Jndiciary Com­ 
m ittee on tbe Jackson, Miss., election, and 
W ilson of Iowa continued his rem arks be­ 
gan on Tuesday last. 
W hen W ilson concluded his rem arks 
W etherall made a reply, and at the close of 
his speech the report went over w ithout 
action, and the Senate adjourned.

By Vandever of California—To provide 
m eans of exterm inating the cottony cush­ 
ion scale now threatening the citrus fruit 
cuitare in California. 
Tbe Speaker laid before the House re­ 
quests of Messrs. Hovey and Matson, rival 
candidates for the Governorship of Indiana 
for leave of absence for fifteen days on 
account of “im portant business ” G ranted.

Mr. W rightiugton became aware some 
tim e ago that the British Government and 
Luke Society were assisting emigrants to 
this country, and 7,500 were so assisted. 
The society was founded by Luke of New 
York, and was 
a 
charitable 
scheme. 
Through them about one million dollars was 
appropriated by the B ritish Government for 
that purpose. 
The Mansion House fund 
was raised for the purpose of assisting Rus­ 
sian Jews of Crimea to emigrate to America. 
In 1882 a large num ber arrived in this city. 
They were the poorest set that ever came 
here, and they filled the almshouses. They 
would not eat the same bread or other food, 
and had to be sent back. 
Special Treasury Agent Montgomery tes­ 
tified that 75 per cent, of the fishermen on 
New England vessels were aliens. 
The 
native fishermen have been exterminated.

The citizen who coo trib­ 
utes it avers his ability to demonstrate 
that the need of the city for new pumping 
works may be eliminated upon principles 
of hydrostatics that are well known—by 
enlarging the chief water main, thus 
greatly increasing the capacity to supply 
subsidiary mains and their lesser pipes. 
The subject is one that should be very 
carefully looked into. 
Statistics show 
that, according to our measurement, we 
are using almost twice as much water per 
capita in this city as any other city of 
the Union. This is by far too great an 
excess, aud it is possible that the measure­ 
ment at the Water-works may be in error, 
or the basis for it incorrect. At least the 
fact is not difficult to ascertain. 


T H E TWO F A IR S IH C A L IFO R N IA . 


The San Francisco Chronicle remarks 
upon the very disappointing character of 
the art exhibit at the Mechanics’ Institute 
Fair in that city. 
It adds that the ex­ 
pectation is that the exhibit of art works 
at the “ Sacramento F a ir’’ will be much 
better 
than 
ever 
before. 
W ithout 
pausing 
to 
remark 
upon 
the anger 
of the 
granger exhibitors 
over 
the 
attempt of a portion of the San Fran­ 
cisco press to bleed them, by refusing to 
notice the country exhibits except for coin, 
and of which mercenary 
purpose the 
Call and Bulletin wash their hands; and 
without pausing to say that if the art 
exhibition at the State Fair is not better 
than that to which the Chronicle regret­ 
fully refers that it will be mediocre, a pro­ 
test against speaking of the State Fair as the 
‘ Sacramento F air” is timely. This effort— 
believed to lie an effort because of per­ 
sistence—to localize the State Fair is upon 
all fours with the struggle of the Me­ 
chanics’ Institute Fair Directory to run 
that exhibition in such opposition to the 
State Fair as to do the latter harm aud 
eventually extinguish it. The truth is 
that the inore the San Francisco institu­ 
tion has been run for that purpose, the 
more the State Fair has prospered and 
progressed. 
It is 
a State institution, 
commands the interest of the great mass of 
producers, and is representative of the 
chief industries of the State and its 
productive capacity and resources, and it 
is no more localized than such an institu­ 
tion must he if located anywhere else. 
Since the matter is now in hand it is in 
point to say that after the extravagant 
promises made that the Institute Fair was 
to be the one of all others to which to 
bring Eastern visitors, because it was to be 
representive in the broadest and fullest 
sense of the State, its industries and its 
resources, a visit to it is humiliatingly dis­ 
appointing, and this is a judgment ex­ 
pressed as freely by San Franciscans as by 
others. It is a great bazaar of pretty 
goods of a not particularly high order or 
great value. 
It is a pleasant resort in 
which to see the multitude and hear fine 
music. 
It is a collection of fanciful 
small shops; is deplorably deficient in its 
mechanical and inventive departments for 
a city so grandly capable of making a fine 
machinery and mechanical exhibit. 
But 
for the few county exhibits sent in by the 
interior people, 
it would not in any 
very material respect be representative of 
California capacity or progress. 
Divest­ 
ing one’s self of any remnant of prejudice 
or feeling, due to the gross injustice prac­ 
ticed by its directory in its action toward 
the State institution in crossing its dates 
and attempting to enter its field, the Cali­ 
fornian who goes carefully through the 
exposition at San Francisco will not pre­ 
sent it to visitors from the East, accus­ 
tomed to representative exhibits in annual 
fairs, as truly expository of California. 
This is to be regretted. 
It is desirable 
that no fair in the State shall fail of suc­ 
cess, or that any exposition held out as 
illustrative of the industries, .productive 
capacity and resources of California should 
fall below expectations created by an­ 
nouncement. There is room enough for 
all the fairs held, and time eeottgh for 
them without any crossing of dates what­ 
ever. 
That there has been a collision 
in 1888 is due, 
as is well 
known, 
to the management of the San Francisco 
institution. 
B ut this is profitless .now for 
consideration. T ie main lesson.of the 
fair at San Francisco is that it is not 
feasible to turn a .purely local institution 
into a State exjioaition, nor is it wise to 
make the attempt 
The showing a t the 
rooms of the StatcBoard of Trade at San 
Francisco from month to month ¡6 ivorth 
more to the State a hundredfold than the 
Meohanics’ Fair, and every practical .man 
who has thought ito re r coolly knows this 
to be true. The State has been benefited 
more by five hundredfold by the earnest 
and unselfish labors .cf the Directory of- 
the .State Board of Trade in the past year 
than by *1! the fairs the Mechanics’ Insti­ 
tute has held in the last.decade—not that 
they have not been useful, and greatly «o, 
and valuable as entertainments and edu­ 
cators, but that latterly the efforts of their 
managers have presentedrthem in too pre­ 
tentious form, have aimed ,to make them 
absorten t of and antagonistic to the State 
and district fairs, and of ell interest in 
them, and ticas have given the Institute 
exposition false color and promised for it 
what it cannot fulfill. 
There will be demonstrated anew at the 
State Fair theifact that California is to do 
for herself in -stock-breeding ¡siore than 
the Blit' Grass region of Kentucky has 
done for that State and the West. 
There 
will be paraded .here in the next month 
such a wonderful exhibition of üíie-bred 
domestic animals .as lias been shown in 
but very few places.and at but Rtre ¡times 
in the United States. That one depart­ 
ment of the State Fair means tenfold ¿pore 
for California; «expository of greater in­ 
terests than the entire exhibit at Sac 
Francisco. 
Yet, in addition, the State 
Fair in its Pavilion will, through rep*e- 
sjnutivocounty exhibits, illustrate the soil 
and mineral capacity of the State. Agri­ 
culture, horticulture, viticulture and stock 
breeding, the four great productive re­ 
sources of the coast, will be represented at 
the State imposition in a manner of which 
every Californian will be proud. Their 
exhibition will be such and so exhaustive 
that the tourist and liome-seeker may U» 
invited to inspect without any fear as 
to w hat their judgment will be.

g o m e o f th e F e a tu r e s o f th e C o m in g 
S ta te F a ir . 
All the signs of the times suggest that 
the State Fair, which opens here on the 3d 
of September, will be the largest and best 
ever held in the State. The new improve­ 
ments at the Park are admired by every 
one who has seen them, and the old-timers 
who heve attended the races year after 
year will hardly recognize the place this 
season. 
Over $15,000 has already been 
expended, and scores of carpenters, laborers 
and painters are busily engaged in putting 
on the finishing touches. The grand and 
special stands are raised two and a half 
feet in bight, and the floor underneath 
raised so that a person can stand on the 
floor of the saloon or on the quarter- 
stretch and see the entire distance around 
the track. 
The betting facilities are superior to any 
this side of Chicago, and are all on the first 
floor, entirely out of sight and hearing of 
those in the grand stand. Director Dana 
Perkins has been appointed to take charge 
of the special 
stand, and 
he intends 
to enforce the rule that no one shall 
stand in front of persons occupying front 
seats, and if any one insists upon standing 
up during a race he will be made to leave 
the stand. This is a good rule. 
If all sit 
down they can see quite as well as if stand­ 
ing up, and this will not be necessary if 
the aisle in front of the first row of seats 
is cleared. It is a noticeable fact that 
those who prefer to sit on the railing in 
front of those on the front seats, four-filths 
of them are women who are known upon 
the streets as “ mashers." 
The judge,’ stand has just been com­ 
pleted, and adds much to the beauty of the 
park. 
T li2 large water tank that stood just 
south of the special stand has been re­ 
moved to the north end of the track, and 
the place it occupied will be occupied with 
exhibits and hucksters’ stands. 
It becomes more and more apparent that 
the 8oc':ety should have 500 box stalls for 
horses. 
This 
they will have another 
year. 
Yesterday 2ClO cubic yards of tan bark 
was received from the tannery at Benicia. 
It will be scattered to the depth of a couple 
of inches over the quarterstretch and the 
floors beneath the grand stand, and will be 
kept damp. All dust will be kept down, 
and it be as clean and easy to walk upon 
as the grass in Capitol Park. 
It will give 
the entire place a cleanly and cooi appear­ 
ance. 
It is the desire of the Directors this year 
to make tho ladies’ fancy-work depart­ 
ment one of the leading features at the 
Pavilion, and to that end invite all the la­ 
dies of Sacramento who have fine work in 
that line to place the same on exhibition. 
This department will be in the charge of a 
well-known lady resident of San Fra’ :sc°, 
and the arrangement of the exhibits will 
eclipse anything heretofore made. This 
department, more than any other,f always 
attracts the attention of visitors 
from 
abroad. 
Secretary Smith yesterday said : “ There 
are exactly 200 horses entered in the races. 
The exhibit of draft stallions, French and 
English, will in itself be a feature of the 
exhibition. 
Every stock farm of any note 
in the State will be represented.” 
The decorations of the Pavilion are more 
extensive and elaborate than ever before, 
while the character of the exhibits will be 
odd, unique and grand. 


A n I m p o r ta n t W a te r P ro p o s itio n . 
Eds. Ueooed-U nion : It is proposed to 
buy and set up a new pump in connection 
with our Water Works, which, I sappcse, 
will cost somewhere from $50,000 to $80,000, 
including the cost of pump, the necessary 
ground which will have to be bought on 
which to place it, a new building, addi­ 
tional boiler power, etc. In my mind 
there is a very serious question whether or 
not this is at all necessary for the safety or 
convenience of the city or its inhabitants. 
If the Engineer of the City Water Works 
reports correctly the amount of water 
pumped weekly for the use of the city, then 
that water has to be forced through the 
main or iarge water pipe leading from the 
pumps to Ninth street at 
an 
average 
velocity of about five feet a second for the 
whole twenty-four hours 
But as the 
water is used at certain houra in the day, 
say especially from 5 to 8 r. m. every day, 
no doubt for those three hours the velocity 
must be much greater, say at eight or ten 
feet per second. This great velocity is re­ 
quired ou account cf the smallness of the 
distributing pipes. 
Forcing water several 
thousand feet 
through 20-inch pipes at a velocity of 10 
feet per second would require, probably, 
three times as much pressure as would be 
required to pass the same quantity of water 
through a 30 inch pipe for the same dis­ 
tance. W hilslin thesmallerpipethe velocity 
would be 10 feet, in the larger it would be 
a little over three. The friction in the 
small oipe would be five or six times as 
great as in the large one, though, of course, 
the mere weight or lift of the water would 
be the same. But in forcing water through 
small pipes the mere weight of the water 
is but little. The friction is the great re­ 
sisting force. 
What I maintain then is, if we are forc­ 
ing 46 to 47 millions of gallons of water 
per week through 20-inch pipes all we 
have to do is to enlarge our pipes from the 
water works to Ninth street, and we will 
more than double the capacity of our pres­ 
ent pumps to supply water to the people; 
we will make a saving of four or five 
thousand dollars a year in fuel; we will 
relieve the boilers from a heavy pressure; 
we will lighteu the work of the pumps 
now in use; make them last for many 
years longer, and save many thousands 
of dollars to the taxpayers. 
But the first thing to be done, if we go to 
work sensibly about this matter, would be to 
have as accurate a measurement made of 
the amount of water we are using, day by 
day, as can be done at a trifling expense. I 
think for $100 expense the Trustees could 
get a fair estimate of the amount of water 
used daily.

G oing fo r A ll-n ig h t s a lo o n s a n d th e C od- 
lln M o th . 
The Board of City Trustees met in regu­ 
lar session yesterday morning, all the 
members present. Chief Engineer of the 
Water Works, E. H. Williams, reported 
that during the week past 46,556,000 gallons 
of water was pumped into the mains from 
the Sacramento river. It is safe to say tha* 
the Sacramento has not been so clear as at 
present in the last quarter of a century. 
Two bids were received for supplying 
coal to the Water Works for the next’ six 
months, commencing with the 1st of Sep­ 
tember. The first opened was from the 
Sacramento and lone Coal Company, ask­ 
ing $3 65 per ton ; the other, flora the lone 
Coal Company, offering to furnish for $3 50. 
The Trustees rejected both bids, and auth­ 
orized the Auditor to inform the coal men 
that the highest price they would psy was 
$3 per ton. 
GOING FOB TH E BUGS. 
For some time past the R e c o e d U n i o n 
bus been cailiug attention to the fact that 
the San Jose, cottony cushion and other 
scale were getting a good foothold in this 
city. Yesterday the Mayor introduced the 
following ordinance, which had been drawn 
by the City Attorney, and it was read the 
first time : 
ORDINANCE NO. — . 
For the destruction oí insects injurious to 
trees in the city o f Sacram ento. 
The Board of Trustees o f the city of Sacra­ 
m ento ordains as follow s: 
Seetinn 1. W henever a com plaint, in w riting 
is presented to the Board of Trustees of the city 
of Sacramento, signed by — or m ore persons, 
who are resident freeholders, and possessors of 
land upon which trees of any variety grow, stat­ 
ing that certain trees of any variety w ithin the 
lim its of the city of Sacram ento are infected 
w ith the cottony cushion scale, scale bug. cod- 
lin m oth, or other insects th at are injurious or 
destru- tivc to trees, and asking for the cestruc- 
tion of such insects, it shall be the duty of said 
Board of Trustees to appoint a skillful and com ­ 
petent person to supervise the desi ruction of 
such insects, such person to he known as a 
“ Tree Inspector of th e city of Sacram ento.” 
Section 2. Such Tree Inspector shall be ap­ 
pointed by the said Board of Trustees w ithin — 
days after such com plaint is filed. 
And they 
shall be the sole and exclusive judges of the 
qualifications of Tree Inspector, w ho shall act 
un d er the direction of th e said Board of Tius- 
tees. 
Section 
W henever the said Board of Trus­ 
tees shall be inform ed by com plaint in w riting, 
signed by anv resident ireeholder, or owner, or 
possessor of land upon w hich trees grow and 
w hich lies w ithin the lim i s o f said city, th at 
any variety o f trees w ithin the said jurisdiction 
is infested w ith the cottony cushion scale, scale 
bug, codlin m oth, red spider, or other noxious 
insects (liable to injure or destroy said trees, or 
to spread contagion or destruction to the trees 
of the com plainant), or that anv trees w ithin 
said jurisdiction are infected w ith th e eggs or 
la r r a ol such insects, w hich are injurious to 
trees, they shall cause th e said Tree Inspectorto 
m ake an inspection of the said premises, and if 
he finds such trees to be infected, he shall notify 
the ow ner or the person in charge or possession of 
the said trees or place th a t the sam e arc infected 
w ith the said insects, or any of th e m .o rih e ir 
eggs or larvae and shall require such person or 
persons todi-infect the sam e w ithin such reason­ 
able tim e as m ay be specified in the notice; 
such notice to be served by said “ Tree Inspec­ 
to r ” by his delivering a copy thereof to such 
ow ner or person having charge thereof person­ 
ally; provided, th a t w hen any person other 
th an the ow ner is in posses=io’n or charge of 
such place the notice shall be served upon the 
owne*, if w ithin th e city and county oí Sacra­ 
m ento, as well as upou the person so in charge 
or possession of such promises. 
Section 4. If w ithin the tim e specified in said 
notice such disinfection has not been accom ­ 
plished, then such person or persons shall be 
required by notice, to be served as hereinbefore 
provided, to m ake application of sucn treat­ 
m ent, applied in such m anner and W ithin such 
tim e as the said ‘-Tree In sp ecto r” m ay pre­ 
scribe, but subject to th e general law s of the 
State of California respecting th e rignls of per­ 
sons and property. 
Section 5. If th e person so notiSed shall fail to 
disinfect such places and tree-, or to apply such 
treatm ent in the m anner and w ithin the tim e 
prescribed in the notice, such trees shall be 
deem ed a public nuisance, and m ay be pro 
ceeded against in any Court of com petent ju ris­ 
diction, and be abated as such nuisance either 
by th e disinfection of such trees under the 
direction of said Tree Inspector, or Board of City 
Tru-tce», or by the destruction thereof, w hen 
necessary to prevent the spread of such disease 
or pest. 
Section C. The cost and expense o f such pro­ 
ceedings for the com pulsory disinfection of such 
trees, including the evp -nse of disinfection, 
shall be a lien upon the prem ises upon which 
said infected trees stand. 
Section 7. The said Tree Inspec or shall p er­ 
form such other duties as m ay be required of 
him by the said Board of Trustees, and shall be 
rem oved, or di-placed or office dispensed w ith 
at the pleasure of said Board. 
He shall receive 
the sum o f 
dollars per day for every day 
em ployed by him in m aking th e necessary in ­ 
spection of trees: provided that the total am ount 
expended for his services shall not exceed in 
any one year th e sum o f 
dollars w ithout a 
special order of said Board to that effect. 
Section 8. This ordinance shall take effect 
an d be in force after the law ful publication of 
the same. 
' 
GOING FOB TH E DIVES. 
Chief of Police Lee has for a long time 
maintained that the allowing of dives to 
remain open after 12 o’clock at night was 
in the line of encouraging crime. After 
that hour of night all respectable places of 
business, he claims, are closed, and the best 
class of citizens are home. In many cities 
they are compelled to close at midnight, 
and idle and dissolute persons found in the 
street alter that hour are taken to the lock­ 
up. He presented the following ordinance 
to tire Board, and asked its passage. It was 
drawn by the City Attorney, and read yes­ 
terday for the first time : 


ORDINANCE NO. — 
To close up all places w here liquor is sold at 
12 o’clock m idnight. 
The Board of Trustees of the City of Sacra­ 
m ento ordain as follows: 
Section 1. T hat all resorts, saloon», and other 
places in the City oí Sacram ento, w here liquor 
of auy kiud is sold shall be closed up at 12 
o'clock m iduight of every dav in the week and 
of every week in the year, and shall rem ain 
closed until five o’clock of the following m orn­ 
ing. 
Section 2. T hat every person violating the 
provisions of this ordinance shall, upon con vie 
tion thereof, be punished by a flue not exceed­ 
ing live hundred dollars, and not less th an fifty 
dollars and be im prisoned until the fine is satis­ 
fied at the rate of one day’s im prisonm ent for 
every dollar of th e fine. 
Section 3. This ordinance shall take effect 
and be in force from and after legal publication 
of the same. 
The Board donated $100 toward defray­ 
ing the expense of the county exhibit at 
the State Fair. 
A resolution of intention to improve S. 
street, from Fiont to Second, was passed.

A BAD STATE OF AFFAIRS. 


B is h o p 's W o n d e rfu l E x h ib itio n —M illa rd , 
t h e C o m p o s e r a n d V o c a list. 
At the Metropolitan Theater last evening 
Bishop, “ the mind-reader," gave his first 
entertainment in this city. 
It was a won­ 
derful exhibition. The song recital by 
Millard, the popular composer, was brief, 
but exceedingly enjoyable. Millard's voice 
ranges from baritone to tenor registers. 
His enunciation is the most distinct and 
the nearest perfect of any voice we have 
heard. 
He sings with feeling—the secret 
of all successful musical interpretation. 
His ton»s are strong, sweet, melodious—it 
is, indeed, an admirably preserved voice, 
of very wide capacity. 
Miss Katie R. 
Hey man acted as accompanist for Mr. Mil­ 
lard, who gave a selection from ” Travi­ 
sta,’’ “ When the Tide Cjmes In ” and 
“ Dear Little Heart,” the two latter of his 
own composition. At Bishop’s request, a 
committee was chosen by the audience to 
watch him about the stage, and consisted 
of Judge Beatty, Dr. Oluness, ColoDel 
Hamilton, Frank’ Miller, W. E. Gerber, D. 
Lubin, Dr. W. A. Briggs and a E e c o e d - 
U n i o n representative. 
The first experi­ 
ment consisted in Bishop, blindfolded, 
leading Colonel Hamilton to a gentle­ 
man—F. A. Smith—in the audience, whose 
name the Colonel bad written upon paper 
and sealed in an envelope. The second was 
deception as to location of sound by mental 
suggestion. 
Two coics were repeatedly 
struck together in front of and close to the 
face of Dr. Ciuness while blindfolded, and 
in every instance the doctor, by “ mental 
suggestion,' located the sounds in other 
directions than the right ones. 
In the 
third experiment two of the committee 
removed Bishop from the stage aud into a 
close room. Dr. Briggs then took an open 
knife, went into the dress circle, made a 
motion as if to slab Charles A. Neale and 
then secreted the knife under drapery in 
mezzanine box 2 Bishop, blindfolded, then 
led Dr. Briggs from the stage rapidly to 
Neale and repeated the motion, and thence 
to the box, found the knife, and returning 
to Neale repeated the stroke again. The go­ 
ing first to Mr. Neale, the doctor said, was 
due to his thinking of that gentleman 
instead of the hiding place of the knife. 
The fourth experiment was very difficult. 
Prior to beginning it Dr. Ciuness certified 
that Bishop's pulse had risen from normal 
to 14S. Bishop was removed from the 
stage by a committee. Judge Beatty took 
from three persons, without their request 
or suggestion, three articles and secreted 
them in the lobby. Blindfolded and leading 
the Judge, Bishop speedily found the arti­ 
cles and returned them to their owners. 
One was a pair of glasses. As lie fitted 
them upon the nose of Mr. Figg ¿ E .«and 
there another pair. This puzziid him and 
he placed them upon the nose of a gentle­ 
man near by but soon removed them and 
manifested great confusion. 
He was told 
he was in error ana after some inquiry Mr. 
Figg admitted that the glasses were his but 
that after Judge Beatty had taken them he 
borrowed a pair from a friend. Bishop at 
once took Figg’s hand and presently found 
the friend, who had changed his seat, and 
effected a proper disposition of the two 
pairs of classes amidst the warm applause 
of the audience. 
W hile Millard sang Dr. 
Ciuness returned and wrote upon a slip of 
paper the name of William Cullen Bryant 
and the name of the national song. The 
slip he sealed up in an envelopeand placed 
it in his pocket. Coming upon the stage 
Bishop gave him a pencil point secured 
from Colonel Hamilton, and requested the 
doctor to place it in the envelope and again 
seal and put it away. 
He then sat at a 
table a little distant from the doctor, de­ 
scribed the personal appearance of the 
man whose name was in the envelope, 
wrote a few words of message, and signed 
it backward “ William Cullen Bryant,” in 
a manner resembling the poet’s signature. 
Seating him self at the piano he played sev­ 
eral bars of ” The Star Spangled Banner.” 
Dr. Ciuness tore open his envelope, un- 
f ilded the inclosed slip with the name and 
the song title upon it, and to his astonish­ 
ment found scrawled beneath his own 
writing the words ” Good night, W. C. B.” 
This, BishoD announced, was Foster's great 
spiritualistic feat. He pronounced it and 
all other spiritual manifestations “ frauds,” 
and 
declared 
his 
readiness 
to 
ex ­ 
pose any and 
all 
ruediumisttc 
phe­ 
nomena, 
and 
added 
that 
to-night 
he would do 
some 
of 
the 
difficult 
physical feats of mediums, and for coin 
Challenged anyone to bring handcuffs from 
which he could not release himself. The 
final feat wi s the writing, after considera­ 
ble trouble, the figures 2, 0, 9. 3 ,4 ,9 ,], 
which Frank Miller and Dr. Ciuness com­ 
mitted to memory outside the building 
from a bank note one of them possessed. 
It was throughout a neat and thoroughly 
enjoyable entertainment. Bishop mystified 
everyone who attended, and did all he un­ 
dertook with perfect confidence in his 
piwers, and under tesis completely nega­ 
tiving the idea of the possibility of con­ 
federates, collusion or fraud of any kind, 
lie insisted that there is menial sight—so 
called—through the mindB of others; that 
his is not muscle reading, because in many 
tests he doe3 not touch the person. Several 
mind-readers have appeared here, but not 
one that can for a moment be compared to 
this nervous, quick-witted, flinnt talker 
and singularly successful operator. 
He 
gives a final entertainment to night, intro­ 
ducing examples of both mental and phys­ 
ical phenomena.

DASHED 
TO 
DEATH. 


J o h n M itc h e ll F a lls F ro m th e C a th o lic 
G u th .-d ru l a n d is K ille d . 
At 2:20 p. m. yesterday John Mitchell, a 
painter employed on the Catholic Cathe­ 
dral, fell from a scaffolding suspended from 
the cornice on the northwest corner, a dis­ 
tance of seventy-five Let, and was instantly 
killed. Mitchell and a young man by the 
name of Menke were at work on the scaf­ 
folding. 
Mitchell undertook to loosen the 
rope to pull his cud of the scaffold up a 
little higher, when the rope slipped and he 
was precipitated to the ground, the ladder 
and scaffolding falling 011 top of him. 
Parties working near by rushed to his as­ 
sistance, but the unfortunate man’s neck 
was broken in the fall. 
Menke, when the 
ladder started, grabbed hold of the hook 
and cornice and held by his arms, sus­ 
pended in the air, until he was rescued. 
When Mr. O'Neil, who has charge of the 
painting, hired Mr. Mitchell, a few days 
ago, he said, “ Jack, that is a rather danger­ 
ous piece to work.” ” Oh I that’s nothing,” 
replied M itchell; 
I’m just as safe up there 
as I would be on the ground.” 
The body was removed to the Morgue, and 
afterward taken to the family residence at 
1229 P street. 
He was a native of England 
and 53 years of age. Deceased was a mem­ 
ber of the Catholic Mutual Benefit Associa­ 
tion, of the old Volunteer Fire Department 
and of the old Emmet Guard. 
He leaves a 
wife and four children, two of the latter 
grown. 
He came to Sacramento in 1861 or 
1862, and prior to that served in the Volun­ 
teer Department fighting Indians on the 
frontier. 
Sad indeed were the scenes enacted at the 
home of 'he unfortunate man when his 
mangled 
body 
was 
borne 
thither by 
iriends. 
His little daughter was in another 
part of the neighborhood playing with 
some children, and when she was sent for 
and the dreadful news unfolded her, cries 
aud lamentations were piliful in the ex­ 
treme. 
Mrs. Mitchell and other members 
of the family were also prostrated with 
grief, despite the effo-ts of friends to alle­ 
viate their anguish. 
Mr. Mitchell was 
kuown to his neighbors as one of the best 
husba -.dsand fathers ever blessed with a 
family. 
When not engaged at his calling 
his time was devoted entirely to them, es­ 
pecially to the younger children, and they 
will miss him as, unfoitunately, too few 
fathers are missed when called’ av;av by 
death. 
He was a temperate, industrious 
and frugal citizen—one whose life was a 
daily succession of good examples for 
others to profit 
by. 
And, though he 
moved in an humble sphere, Ins many 
shining virtues and cleanness of life were 
known to and appreciated by a large circle 
of friends and neighbors, who mourn his 
sad and untimely death, and whose sympa­ 
thies are with his bereaved family in their 
affliction.

$600. 
He bad no insurance, and proposes 
to see whether or not, owing the condition 
of the fire alarm system ami what be terms 
bad management of officials, he cannot re­ 
cover damages from the city.

The plans and specifications for the new 
postufliee building have been received by 
Postmaster Stephens. It will be three storie3 
ia height frith a high basement. The first 
fljorw iil be reached by a flight of seven 
stone steps. The building in size will be 
320x67, the longest frontage on K street, 
and most likely will be bnilt in the 
middle of the lot. 
There will be two main 
entrances—one on K, the other on Seventh. 
The first floor will be devoted entirely to 
the postoffice. A large corridor or hallway 
will extend the entire length of the build­ 
ing on the south side. On the second floor 
abroad hallway extends the entire length 
oi the building through its center. The 
Internal Revenue offices will be south of 
the hall, lacing K street, while the United 
States Land offices will be on the north, 
facing the alley. 
The third floor will be 
occupied by the Signal Service office and 
some of the rooms used for storage. The 
basement will be used for the storage of 
fuel, and contain a boiler and healing ap­ 
paratus. The building is well appointed, 
has a large number of rooms and vaults, 
and 
architecturally will be one of the 
handsomest in the State.

R. M. M ontgomery & Co. 
H e certainly

and rapid and his instinct as to w hether 
a higher figure m ight still be obtained 
from any one hi the crowd is interring. 
Swiftly, jot by lot, the whole trainful 
of delicious California fruit finds takers, 
and Chicago, for one day longer, at least, 
is sure of her luscious dessert. 
W hat 
enormous quantities -of this fruit have 
been disposed of, w ithin less than an hour, 
to this crowd of about a hundred dealers 
and th eir agents ! 
Cars on ears of it ! 
Each car containing 20,000 pounds of 
fruit. 
T hink of It ! 
For one day’s after­ 
dinner relish Chicago requires a load of 
100,000 pounds of fruit, grown 2,000 miles 
away by the -shores of the 1‘acific and 
hastened here, on the wiugs of steam and 
across desert and treeless 
prairie, and 
trackless- waste, and snow-capped moun­ 
tains w ithin a few days. 
There were sold 
here by auction last week, for instance, 
fortyJiwo carloads of this fruit, aggregating 
near 1,0(H),000 jHiunds. 
O f course, it is 
now the very height of the fruit season, 
and for another m onth this astonishing 
rate of dealings in California fruit w ill be 
m aintained. 
Then it will begin to drop 
foe another m onth, and by the m iddle of 
October the rush will be all over and done 
with for this year, until next M ay the 
cherries will again liegin to arrive from 
th at favored land which is blessed with 
“The glorious clim ate of Californv.” 
The scene where this 
fruit auction 
takes ph-.ee every day is that far-stretch.- 
i«g building on Kinzie street, betweer. 
State and Dearborn, which is one of the 
freight depots of the Northwestern R ail­ 
road. T he whole thing is au innovation. 
Acting- under instructions from the C ali­ 
fornia E m it Union, a body comprising 
nearly all of the im portant fruit-growers 
of that State, the Porter Brothers Cem- 
panv, a w ealthy corporation of fruit- 
packers, of which Jam es S. W atson, the 
Secretary and-Treasurer, personally super­ 
vises the daily auction, began on June 
21st last to hold every twenty-four licttrs 
these sales to the highest bidders of all 
th e union fruit sent to Chicago, New York 
and.Boston, and the experim ent has ad­ 
m irably succeeded. 
The masses of Cali­ 
fornia fruit which are daily thrown here 
on the m arket arrive generally in very 
good condition. T he fruit is packed in 
California w ith extrem e care. 
It is then 
put in specially constructed fruit cars, and 
a number of those are made up into a spe­ 
cial fruit train. 
T hat train runs on regular 
passenger schedule tim e to this city but 
ahead 
of 
the 
passenger 
train, 
so 
as to make the trip in four and a half days. 
W hat is sent are pears, peaches, nectarines, 
grapes, prunes, plums, apricots and cherries. 
They are of all varieties, of course, some so 
good that they rank with the best fruit 
this terrestrial sphere produces, some m id­ 
dling, a good deal even of poor quality. 
Of peaches the smooth-skinned ones hon­ 
ored w ith the appetizing name of nectar­ 
ines, rank highest in price, flavor and fc.vor. 
O f prunes and plums some new varieties 
are now coining into the m arket, and the 
same is true of the grapes. 
The fruit all 
comes in lioxes or crates, each containing 
tw enty or forty pounds. 
They are sold at 
auction in lots not sm aller than twenty- 
crates, except the peaches, for which the 
minimum quantity is forty crates. The 
sale is done at the entire and exclusive 
risk of th e California F ru it Union, aud the 
railroad companies merely act as carriers, 
being in any case—even if the contents of 
an entire fruit train should, perchance, 
liecome worthless—sure of ' th eir 
$500 
freight per ear. 
For th at large sum is 
the freight charge from California. 
But 
though it sounds very large it is not 
so extravagant when one reflects that 
the S500 are distributed on 20,900 pounds 
of contents, m aking a freightage of merel v 
21 cents a pound of fruit, not a large item 
with this class of choice, high-priced fruit. 
And yet it will perhaps be wrong to refer 
to California fruit hereafter as “ high- 
prieed,” for this new arrangem ent, with its 
eflect of supplying the eastern and central 
m arket w ith a steadily-flowing abundance 
has actually lowered the retail prices, and 
may reduce them still further in the 
future, w hile it has at th e same tim e per­ 
m it ted the California fruit-growers to count 
with mathem atical certitude on a fair cash 
return for their produce, for the transac­ 
tions are -strietly C. O. D. 
W hen a whole­ 
saler in Chicago buys a carload of Califor­ 
nia assorted fruit, he being the highest 
bidder, be pays spot cash for it, and the 
amount flows, facilitated by telegraph or 
m ail advices, almost im m ediately into the 
pocket o f th e producer. 
Thus it will be 
seen that these auction fruit sales, being 
a good thing all around, have worked in 
every way beneficially on all concerned— 
producer, middlemen and consumer. 
“Chicago is uuv.- the greatest fruit m ar­ 
ket in the world,” said Mr. W atson, the 
l ’orter Bros.’ Company 
representative. 
“W here we get fifty carloads of this fruit 
here they get but five in New York and 
Boston. 
These auction sales here are at­ 
tended as well by agenfs for wholesalers 
from towns in a radius Of hundreds of miles 
from Chicago, even by agents for New 
Y ork 3nd Boston parlies. 
For it is a fact 
th at California fruit bought by (Item here 
may lie at once -sent by express on to New 
Y ork and reach the m arket there sooner 
and in better condition than if forwarded 
direct by train. 
And New Yorkers have 
‘caught on’ to ting fact, yen see. 
Auction 
fruit sales, by the way, w hile new in Chi­ 
cago, have been in vogue in New York for 
¡twenty years. 
The bulk of the green fruit, 
which means fresh or undried fruit, im ­ 
ported into New Y ork from-the West I n- 
ti.es and the ü&sditevcanean co.intries, has 
been sold 
at public auction 
for that 
length of time, n td the system has I*en 
foticd 
to 
lie 
th e 
most 
satisfactory. 
Thu,; New York ronmins the greatest 
distributing center for bananas, pineap­ 
ples, eranges. lemons, and nuts, but C hi­ 
cago Jtas become the greatest m arket for 
«11 other fruits, California as well a s the 
xest, for .every variety of harry and far tree 
fruit grown in «tur country. 
And the- bulk 
of fruit .-thus distributed by Chicago is 
mtmh larger than th at o f New York or 
Boston o r both together.” 
Visits paid to the large fruit houses in 
South W ater .street about a h alf hour after 
the eocclusion o f the auction showed the 
latest arrivals of California fruit going 
like hot cakes, end it was wonderful to 
see how well the fruit, in nearly all in­ 
stances, had stood th e long transit. It looked 
as fresh and nice 
if it liad just been 
picked off the tree. 
Boxes of grapes there 
were which did not diow a single bruised 
berry. 
A nd it was the Aarne with the 
{tears and jieaches and prunes. 
The ex­ 
pert packing must have much to do with 
tkat, of course. 
The dealers all adm itted 
that they found this California fruit a 
very profitable article to handle. 
Still, 
they ,-laimed. with all the profit there 
was, aie ’, considerable loss to it now and 
then. 


THE FOLSOM CAN Alt. 


T w o H u n d red an d SevenVy. five C on victs ¡ 
E n g a g ed in It* C on stru ction . 
A reporter of the Telegraph visited the , 
Folsom Prison a few days ago, and in ­ 
spected the work on Ihe dam and canal of 
the Folsom W ater Power Company. The 
m agnitude of the enterprise can only be j 
realized by a visit to the scene of opera­ 
tion;. Some 278 convicts are now at work, 
quarrying stone for the dam, cutting away 
the hillside for the canal, laying stone, etc. 
A tem porary dam has been completed 
across the river, about 300 feet above the 
site of the proposed dam. T he entire vol­ 
um e of w rier in the river has been turned 
into a 25 foot flume and carried below the 
dam sito, thus affording the workmen an 
opportunity to work on the icundation of 
the deni at the river’s bed. the seepage 
water being pum ped out with a large China 
pum p. Three steam engines are in place 
operating the quarry derricks. Two water 
hoists are used handling the stone after it 
is quarried, and some three or four smaller 
derricks run by hand are used for the same 
purpose. The construction of a wide tram ­ 
way across the river has been commenced, 
w hich will land the lr.rge stones, m ortar, 
etc., at the required places on the dam . 
Twenty carloads of cement arrived iast 
week, and sirty carloads more will be re­ 
quired on the work. 
A n air compressor 
has been ordered, which will run a n u m ­ 
ber of drills by power, and will thus greatly 
facilitate the work. 
It is a bosy scene, and everything tbat 
engineering skill can suggest or money 
purchase is beirg done to push the work 
forward. This work is of such vast im ­ 
portance to Folsom, and has been looked 
forward to so ‘long, that m any of our citi­ 
zens have beeeme skeptical as to its com­ 
pletion. 
A visit to the scene of operations 
at present w ill disabuse the observer of 
such an idea 
It is tim e tor Folsom to pre­ 
pare for the'future that is before her. The 
busy hum c f the factory wheei will soon 
arose the sleepy Rip Van W inkles of the 
town to a realization of the fact that this is 
an age Of progress, and that Sacramento 
county and Folsom m ust join the proces­ 
sion or get run over.
